CALFHOOD VACCINATION IN 
BANGS-FREE HERDS 


Already this spring several cattle- 
men in Alberta have reported abor- 
tion storms in their herds with a 
resulting loss of at least 50 per cent 
or more of the calf crop. This will 
mean a decrease in income to these 
men in a year or so of hundreds of 
thousands of dollars, In one case 
the decrease in income will be close 
to $5,000. 

If calfhood vaccination had been 
started four or five years ago to 
build up Bang’s resistance in these 
herds this heavy loss could have 
been prevented. 
| to prevent the loss of the calf crop. 
These cattlemen will have — their | 
calves vaccinated from now on. to 
help clean up the herd. Naturally 
their neighbors with clean hetds| 
are also worried. They, too, wish | 
that they had started calfhood vac- 
cination a few years ago.

1,000 bubic feet of gas would be an equitable basis for | 
discussion and consideration when applying for a gas 
franchise in the various towns. To us this seems too high 
a rate to pay for a product at our door-step. 


When the proposed gas pipe lines to the Western 
States were in the news a few months ago a suggested 
rate of around 30 cents per 1,000 cubic feet of gas wads 
the basis of calculation, with this figure less in some 
cases. If users at the Pacific Coast can be supplied with | 
gas at 30 cents per 1,000 cubic feet or less, then con-| 
sumers in the towns between Calgary and Red Deer 
should expect an equal if not lower rate. 


DON'T COMPLAIN LATER 


It is to be wondered how many Canadians have any 


real idea of how much everything which they buy is the 
result of taxes. 

It is not a very popular idea to complain about 
taxes, for some reason, although they amount, in one 
way or another, to at least one-quarter of all the earn- 
ings of all the people in Canada. 

It is much easier to get people to complain about high 
wages, or high profits, or some other factor in the price 
of goods—except taxation. 

This is a good time to remind Canadians that the cost 
of what they buy always includes a lot of taxation, for 


| Will certainly cheer, 


it is going to include a lot more taxation if the present | 


plan is adopted of amending the Constitution, so that 
the Provincial Governments can levy a hidden Sales | 
Tax, up to three per cent. 

This is supposed to be for the purpose of financing old 
age pensions, to be paid by the Provinces to those in 
need, up to the age of seventy. Of course, no one re- 
minds the public that the Province of Quebec has said 
that since it now levies various Sales Taxes, it would 
not use this plan, or that the Province of Nova Scotia 


says that it does not need this three per cent, or that the | 


Provinces of British Columbia and New Brunswick say 
that three per cent would not be enough, or that the 
Province of Alberta, with its enormous revenues at pres- 
ent, does not require this additional source. 

Meanwhile, if this amendment goes through, in those 
Provinces in which the Governments feel that they need 
this three per cent additional the price of goods will be 
raised by three per cent. 

Now, if this were done by marking plainly on the face 
of every invoice that an old age pension tax of three 
per cent was being included, then there could be no 
complaint. The public would know that they were pay- 
ing this tax. 

There would also be no need for a Constitutional 
amendment. Provincial Governments can charge open 
and visible Sales Tax of that kind now. 

All that is being done is to fix things so that Cana- 
dians will pay more taxes to the extent of three per cent 
of all the money which they spend, and will be able to 
forget that they are doing this because the tax will 
show on their invoices or sales slips. 

When this tax goes into effect, up goes the cost of liv- 
ing. It may be the desire of the Canadian people to ac- 
cept this increased cost of living in view of the purpose 
of the tax. The important thing is that the Canadian 
public should not then complain because the cost of 
living has increased, or let themselves be kidded into 
joining associations to protest against high wages or 
high profits simply because an increased tax has in- 
creased the cost of living. 

If you orany other Canadian has any intention of pro- 
esting against the increase in the cost of living which 
nat tax will Bring, now is the time to complain.

This has been indicated 
by the first conterence of its kind 
held in) Washington during the 
summer of 1950. At a recent confer. 
ence on the rehabilitation of handi. 
capped people, Eugene J. Taylor, of 
New York university medical school, 
stated, “Next to finding a way to 
live in peace, the greatest problem 
facing Canada and the U.S, is an 
aging population.” 

Following my article on Problems 
of Our Older Citizens, I received let- 
ters from readers of the Family 
Herald enquiring about various ae- 
tivities in our program for the ag- 
ing. To attempt to answer these 
questions as best I could a week of | 
observations and interviews was ar- 
ranged for me by Mrs, Jean Good of 
the Toronto Welfare Council. 

No plan of action in this field 
ean be carried out in all communi-

HOUSEHOLD CONVENIENCES 
IN URBAN HOMES 


When the 1951 Census of Housing 
is taken in June this year questions 
Will be asked of every fifth house. 
hold to determine how well equip 
ped with modern conveniences is 
the average Canadian city home, 

Householders will be asked what 
kind of water supply they have, 
) Whether they have bathtubs — or 
showers, what kind of lighting they 
have, whether or not they have re- 
trigerators, and whether they use 
as or electric for cooking. They 
Will also be asked if the home is 
heated by a stove or by a furnace, 
and whether it) has a Washing 
mnachine, vacuum cleaner, tele 
phone, radio, and automobile, 

That these conveniences are look. 
ed upon as commonplace by city 
dwellers is explained, at least in 
part, by the results of the 1941 
Census and a sample of the sur 
vey in 1949, 

The Census of 1941 showed 96.5 
per cent of the householders in ur- 
ban areas were served with electrie- 
ity, and a recent sample survey 
taken in 1919 showed that the fig- 
ure of 99 per cent had been reached, 

| Radios were in 88.6 per cent of the 
urban homes in 1941, and by 1919 
| less than five per cent lacked ra- 
| dios, 
| Telephones were in use in 49.7 
per cent of the homes in 1941, 36.2 
per cent had vacuum cleaners, 31.2 
per cent had mechanical refrigera- 
| tors, and 36.8 per cent had ice boxes, 
| The 1941 Census revealed that 
| Steam or hot water heat was used 
in 23.3 per cent of urban homes in 
| that year, and hot air furnaces us- 
ed in another 32.4 perecent, Furn- 
aces were used in 45.5 per cent of 
Canadian homes in June 1950 and 
53.9 per cent depend mainly on 
| heating and cooking stoves ranges,

the Welfare Council of Toronto that 
a change in the act governing old 
age may be accomplished, 

There is a need for research and 
action into housing for the aged in 
all communities Whether they be 
the congested city areas or our fast- 
growing small towns. Many sug. 
gestions for better housing are of- 
tered by those who have made this 
study. It is strongly recommended 
that old people should not be seg- 
regated—but locations be selected 
near their familiar neigbourhoods, 

As old people do not want the 
same thing, a variety of living ar- 
rangements should be available, 
The town of Burlington, after exam- 
ining the National Housing Act, 
built an apartment block for its old 
people. The plan worked so well a 
second block was built and a third 
under construction, The very low 
rentals include heat and electricity, 
One does not need much imagina- 
tion to visulize these people living 
in the pleasant surroundings of 
their own “home” and in the vicin- 
ity of all community resources, Cen- 
tral Mortagage and Housing Corp- 
oration, Ottawa, could suggest how 
the Burlington plan would work in 
your community, 

In less congested areas another 
plan is the “Granny Apartment” 
This is a one-roomed apartment 
With bathroom and kitchenette and 
private entrance added to the home 
builder's house, Rented, this apart- 
ment helps the home owner to pay 
for his home and provides the more 
natural living arrangements for the 
older person, This plan has many 
desirable aspects— keeps the older 
person in his community near rela- 
tives and friends, foster better un- 
derstanding between all age groups 
Within the family and the commun. 
ity. Such a house was built pot far

Then there is the plan of co-op-

| of housing differs in various local- 


ities and has been tried with a 
great degree of sucess in cities 
such as Toronto with its St. Eliza- 


beth House and the recently opened | 


House Hill, and in Montreal where 
Belvedere House was founded in 
1919. In the latter house are 21 
people centrally located in a large 
old house—"married couples, sist- 
ers, brothers, and individuals.” 

Any of these plans for housing 
or other household services for the 
aged could be tried in small com- 
munities where the need is appar- 
ent, Those in charge of co-operative 
houses and clubs should be people 
with wide experience in the field of 
social service and with a good 
knowledge of the psychology and 
needs for older people,
